S the Matter in litigation has been art- 
fully and induſtriouſly repreſented, by 


the Defendants and their Adherents, as 

an Act of Oppreſſion on the Part of the Plain- 
tif, for Reaſons too obvious to need any Ex- 
plication. Therefore, in order to vindicate a 
Character thus unjuſtly attacked, and to re- 
move thoſe Prejudices impreſſed by ſuch Miſre- 
preſentation and Falſehood, It was thought 
proper to lay before the Public the true State 
of the Caſe, and to ſet it in ſo clear a Point of 
View, that it may be perceptible to every one 
who chuſes to look at it. The Diſpute ſub- 
ſiſting is this, whether certain Meadow Lands 
in the Pariſh of Aſbton-under-line ought not to 
pay the Rector Tythe-Hay in kind, as due of com- 
mon right, Non-payment being no Defence againſt 
that Right ; or whether the ſaid Lands are co- 
B vered

vered by a Modus of 1d. in lieuof Tythe of Hay 
of each Farm. The Plaintif ſays, at Eaſter, 
every Man and his Wife, whether they have 
Hay or no Hay, pay to the Rector 6d. as an 
Eaſter Offering, and every ſingle Perſon a- 
bove Twenty-one, whether Hoyſekeeper or 

Sojourner, 4d. for an Eaſter Offering. 

On the firſt Demand of the Tythe of Hay 
of the ſaid Lands, the Occupiers ſaid, they 
never had paid any Tythe-Hay or any thing in 
lieu of Tythe of Hay, nor would they. But on 
the Plaintif's prefering a Libel in the Conſiſtory 
Court of Cheſter, againſt William Lees for 
Tythe of Hay, in 1761, finding the Plea of 
Non- Payment would not avail him, he ſplit 
the Eaſter-offering, viz. 6d. a Man and his 
Wife, and 4d. a ſingle Perſon as aforeſaid, 

and ſwore 2d. was paid for a Man, 29. for his 
Wife, 1d. for Houſe and Garden, and 1d. for 
Tythe of Hay ; and knowing that there were 
ſeveral Perſons who paid Tithe of Hay in kind, 
who beſides paid 6d. a Man and his Wife, and 
4d. a ſingle Perſon for an Eaſter-Offering, and 
likewiſe that great Numbers who lived in Aſb- 
ton Town, and who had no Meadow or other 
Lands, paid the ſaid 6d. and 4d. for an Eaſter 
Offcring : He ſwore further, that a Cottager or 
Inhabitant, belng a Houſeholder in the. Pariſh

of Aſhton-under-lme, whether they had, grow- 
ed, or cut down, Hay, or no Hay, paid or ten- 
dered a Modus or Compoſition in lieu of Tythe 
Hay, which 1s abſolutely Nonſenſe. 

In the Cauſe tried in the Exchequer, Fuly 4, 
1768. Booth againſt Saxon, his Witneſſes Aſb- 
ton, &c. ſwore that there had been an imme- 
morial Cuſtom, that all Houſeholders through- 
out the Pariſh, whether they had Hay or no 
Hay, payælr d. a Vear in lieu of Tythe Hay, 
and divided the Eaſter Offering as Lees had 
done, but he failed in his pretended Modus, and 
the Court decreed, he ſhould account to the 
Plaintif, which he has ſince done. 

Other People in the Pariſh declaring they 
would pay no Hay-Tythe, nor be concluded or 
determined by Saxon's Trial, the Plaintif was 
neceſſitated to file another Bill in the Exchequer 
againſt William Wright and George Kelſal, for 
the Tythe of Hay in 1768, who having expe- 
rienced by Saxon's Cauſe, that the abſurd Po- 
ſition of People in general, whether they had 
Hay or no Hay, paying 1d. in lieu of Tythe 
Hay would not do, they availed themſelves by 
another Method ; they ſhifted their Ground, 
and got Aſhton, who had in Saxon's Caſe ſworn 

there was an immemorial Cuſtom for every 
Houſekeeper, as before mentioned, to pay 1d. 
I  Tythe 
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Tithe Hay, whether they had any or not, to 
ſwear that there were particular Privileges. be- 
longing to Wright's and Keljal's Farms, 
and that each paid 1d, in lieu of Tythe Hay, 
tho” one conſiſted of 60, and the other of about 
16 Acres, Lancoſhire-meaſure, which is equal to 
almoſt double Statute Meaſure. And they will 
ſwear one by one, that every Farm in the Pa- 
riſh has a particular Modus of 1d. in lieu of 
Tythe of Hay; and endeavour to accompliſh 


by that Means, what they could not doby ſetting 


up a general Modus of 1d. for Tythe of Hay 
& Kay, before any Obſeryations on the 
Hearing of Booth and Wright. | 

It may not be improper to ſtate ſome Facts, 
which will exculpate the Plaintif, and plainly 
demonſtrate on which ſide the Oppreſſion lies. 
The laſt Rector but one, it is ſaid, died mad; 
the laſt, but in indifferent circumſtances, not- 


| withſtanding he had been thirty years Rector ; 


for tho' the Pariſhisof vaſt extent, it is infinitely 1 
inferior to the other neighbouring Pariſhes in 
point of Emolument; for, wheneyer the Rec- 
tors demanded, and endeavoured to recover 
their Rights, they were menaced by the Peo- 
ple's meeting in a tumultuous manner, and 


threatening to join Purſes, to withſtand any 
Suit brought againſt any of them for Tythes. 
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And when the preſent Rector ſent his Servant, 
T. London, with written Notices to Might, 
Kelſal, &c. ſome of them drove him from off 
the Land with their Hay-fotks; and in a Day 
or two after, aſſembled to the number of ma- 
ny hundreds, at a Public Houſe, and paraded 
to Church in a tumultuous manner, declaring 
they would pay no Tythe of Hay, to the great 
Terror of the Rector's Family, then at the Par- 
ſonage Houſe. Afterwards an Article was 
drawn by the late Mr. 7%. Broome, Attorney 
at Law, of Mancheſter, dated October 1, 1759, 


and ſubſcribed by them, (many of whom are 


Men of good Fortunes) agreeing to pay into 
the Hands of George Kelſal, the Defendant 
in this Cauſe, James Grimſhaw and John Saxon, 
their ratable Share of Money, to be aſcertained 
by the Poor's Rate; towards catrying on, de- 
fending, and ſupporting any Suit, brought a- 
gainſt any of the Pariſhioners. And the faid 
Geo. Kelſal, at a tumultuous Meeting, many 
hundreds attending it, for that Purpoſe ap- 
pointed by him, or ſome of them, did, on 
the 14th of Sept. 1768, nominate and appoint 
R. Nott, Neddy Hall, William Knight, James 


Buckley, and four others, to be Collectors, to 


collect Money for the aforeſaid uſe accord- 
ingly: Altho there might be ſome Pretence, 
B 2 (ths 
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(ibo a very bad one) to make a general Purſe, 
to defend a pretended general Modus, as all 
were intereſted, and under the ſame Predica- 
ment ; yet, as Kelfal and Wright's Witneſ- 
ſes fwear their Farms bave particular Privilges 
of 1d. in lieu of Tythe, it is Maintenance, (and 
indiftable ) in any Perſon, to contribute any thing 
towards their Expences, as no others than them- 
ſelves can be intereſted in their particular Farms. 
At the Hearing between Booth and Wright, 
June 18, 1770, when Mr. Baron Perrot aſk- 
ed if there was a Contrariety of Evidence, he 
ſhould have been anſwered, not ſuch an one 
as would affect the Plaintif, or induce the 
Court to grant an iſſue; and if it had been 
inſiſted, that the Depoſitions of the Defendants 
Witneſſes ſhould have been read, their own 
F Abſurdities, nay, their own impoſſibilities, 
muſt have deſtroyed them, had they been 
properly inveſtigated. 5 0 

Aſhton, an ignorant Man, one of the Poor 2 

of the Pariſh of Aſhton, ſwore, in Booth ang 
Saxon's Caſe, tried in the Exchequer, July 1 

6 4, 1768, that there was an immemorial Cuſ- 
tom, throughout the whole Pariſh, for every 
Houſeholder to pay 2d. for himſelf, 2d. for 

his Wife, for a Houſe and Garden 1d. and 1d. 

for Tn Hay ; that he lived in a Cot five

Vears, which had neither Garden nor other 
Land belonging to it, and yet paid Six-pence 
in lieu of Tythes and Eaſter Offerings. He 
is a good Evidence for the Plaintif ; no Part 
of the Eaſter Offering could be faid for Tythe, © 
as he had none. In Booth and Wright, he 
ſwore, that his /J/right's) and Kel/al's Farms 
had particular Privileges ; that he ſaw Lan- 
rence Wright pay 1d. for Tythe Hay; and 
that he had carried Money to the Rector for 
ſeveral ancient Tenements ; he ſaid; when a 
Maſter or Miſtreſs died, the Rector abated 2d. 
out of the 6d. N. B. I muſt be ſo, as a Man 
and Wife paid 6d. a ſingle Perſon 4d. 

Marland fwore he was ſeventy Years old, 
and that his Uncle told him of this Modus forty 
Years before he died; and that his ſaid Uncle had 
been dead 30 Years. He particularized Wright's 
and Kel/al's Farms; ſaid 2d. was paid for a Man, 
2d. for his Wife, 1d. for Houſe and Garden, and 
1d. for Tythe Hay, as Eaſter Dues or Offer- 
ings; conſtantly at Eaſter; and ſaid his Fa- 
ther paid as much for Eaſter Dues, tho' he had 
no Land; as thoſe who had Land; that his 
Uncle paid the ſaid Sum; his ſaid Uncle occu- 
pying two Cloſes in the Pariſh ; ſaid he him- 
{elf paid the ſaid Sum' of 6d. tho' he never 
vccupied any Land in the Pariſh, | 
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N. B. The firſt, TER bis Uncle, i is impoſ ble, as 
the Time his Uncle told him of the pretended Modus, 
muſt be the Year be was born, If any Credit can 


be given to this Witneſs, it muſt be in Favour of 


the Plaintif, greatly as he ſwore, that thoſe who 
had noHay, paid as much as thoſe that had Hay; 
People cannot pay for what they have not, 
and the Paym ment of the Eaſter Dues, or Offer- 
ing, being! ways at Eaſter, demonſtrates 
the 6d. to be for an Eaſter Offering only; if 
there was any Modus for Tythe-Hay, why 
ſhould the Payment be reſerved till Eaſter, 
half a Year after the Hay was made? 

* Laac Nicholſon, on his Croſs- examination 
ſaid, in 1758 he entered upon and occupied 
Part of a Tenement called Cockers, conſiſting 
of an Acre and a half of Meadow, half an 
Acre of Arable, and three Acres of Paſture ; 
that he held the ſame till Lady-day 1768, 
during which Time he mowed the ſaid Mea- 


dow Land, and made the Graſs into Hay ; 


ſaid nine Years ago he purchaſed a Tenement 
called Saxon's, for 3401. and about Chriſtmas 
laſt, he executed an Aſſignment thereof to

and Cuſtom- Money, yearly ariſing and growing, 
due to the Rector of the ſaid Rectory, has been, 
and we judge to be worth /n9 ſum mentioned) 
and hereunto we have ſet our Hands, &c. 
The Cuſtom- Money, the Defendants would inſi- 
nuate, was the Penny they talk of being paid 
for Tythe-Hay, whereas it is apparently a Mo- 
dus of 131. 75s. 6d. paid in lieu of Corn-Tythe; 


for a ſmall part of the Pariſh, as will be ſhewn 3 
| hereafter, by an Inquiſition taken by order of 3 
the Parliament in 1650. AY 
Theſe are the Defendants only Witneſſes; 3 
but the Court did not know what they had depoſ- 1 
ed, their Depoſitions not being read. It is 3 
preſumed a Court of Equity can judge of the ⁶ 
Competency, or Incompetency of the Witneſs 
ſes; 8

ſes; and poſſibility, or impoſſibility of what 
they ſwear to be true; and, as far as is conſi- 
ſtent, endeavour to retain the Parſon's Cauſe 
for this cogent and equitable Reaſon, obſerved 
from the Bench, That Furies were not the moſt 
favourable to the Tythe Cauſes without this Care 
and Protection from a Court of Equity, which, 
no doubt, if properly informed of, it will 
grant. If a Parſon files a Bill in the Exche- 
quer for recovery of Tythe, the Defendants 
have nothing more to do, than get two Per- 
ſons fit for their Purpoſe, to ſwear there is a 
Modus paid in lieu of the Tythe demanded, 
which, however improbable, nay, impoſſible, 
if not controverted and thoroughly enveſtiga- 
ted, to fift out the Truth, an Iſſue is directed 
to try the Fa& at Law, Modus or no Modus.

much, he did not recollect. That he received the 4 
ſame agreeable to the particulars ſpecified in 3 
the Cuſtom herein after ſet forth, and believed b 
it an ancient Cuſtom in the Pariſh for the Pay- Þ 
ment of Eaſter Offerings, vz. the Sum of 64. 
for a Man and his Wife, and 4d. a ſingle Per- 
ſon, whether Batchelor, Widower, or Widow, 
above twenty-one years of Age, which had 
been received by the Rectors, and conſidered 
by them to be paid for an Eaſter Offering, on- 
ly, and on no other account; that he was the 
more induced to believe there was ſuch an an- 


cient Cuſtom in the Pariſh, by reaſon the Par- 
| ticulars 
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ticulars were delivered to him by * aac Nichole 


en, late Collector thereof for the Rev. Mr. 


Penny, deceaſed, the late Rector of the ſaid 
Pariſh. Here the Deponent ſets forth the Cuſtom 
of paying for Calves, Pigs, &c. and for a Man 
and Wife 6d. for an Eaſter Offering, and 4d. 
a ſingle Perſon. That he believed it to be a 
general Cuſtom, that Eaſter Offerings and ſmall 


Tythe were payable according to the above- 


mentioned Cuſtom, becauſe he received ſuch 
Cuſtom from Jaac Nicholſon Collector for the 
late Rector, as aforeſaid, and that he was indu- 
ced to believe ſuch Cuſtom, as well in relation 
to the Eaſter Offering as ſmall Tythe, becauſe 
ſeveral ancient Inhabitants, much advanced in 
Years, particularly William Wright and George 
Kelſal paid to the Deponent when Collector for 


the Plaintif, their Eaſter Offerings and ſmall 


Tythe, after the Rates and Particulars menti- 


oned in the ſaid Cuſtoms, and admitted and ac- 


knowledged the ſame to be a juſt and fair de- 
mand. That during the whole time he reſid- 
ed in Aſbton Pariſh, he did not remember to 
have heard any Perſon make the leaſt Objection 
to any of the Particulars herein before-menti- 
oned, as to the mode of collecting and receiv- 


ing ſuch Eaſter Offerings and ſmall Tythe 


within the ſaid Pariſh, That during the time

Eaſter Offering, and not upon any other Ac- 
count; and further ſaid, that Perſons living 
and reſiding in the ſaid Pariſh who had no 


Meadow, or Land, or Houle, or Garden, but 


were Sojourners, or Inmates, paid the ſaid Sum 6 
of 6d. for a Man and his Wife, and 4d. for ſin- 


gle Perſons of the Age of Twenty-one, as and 
for Eaſter Offerings, as well as thoſe who had 
Meadow or Hay Land within the faid Pariſh. - 

John Chetham depoſed, that for upwards of 
Thirty-years laſt paſt he had been a married 
Man, and reſided in faid Pariſh, and during 
that Time, there had been a Cuſtom relating 
to Eaſter Offerings, viz. for a Man and his 
Wife to pay 6d. which he or his Wife con- 


ſtantly paid at Eaſter for Eaſter Offerings; that 


he had heard, and believed that there was a 
further Cuſtom for Eaſter Offerings, vzz. for 


every ſingle Man or Woman 4d.-——That du- 
ring the Time he reſided in the Pariſh afore- 


ſaid, 
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ſaid, he never occupied any Meadow Grounds, 
For other Lands in the Pariſh. That he had 
1 been informed by ſeveral: Perfons refiding in 
the Pariſh, and believed it might be true, that 


Perſons who held Meadow Ground in the ſaid 


f Pariſh, paid no more for Eaſter Dues or Of- 


ferings than thoſe who only rented a Houſe and 
Garden, without any Meadow Ground, or 
other Land. | 

Thomas London depoſed, that in June 1759, 


| the Plaintif ſent this Deponent with Notices 


in writing to Wright, and a great many other 


| EPariſhioners, concerning their Payment of Tythe 
Hay. And the Deponent accordingly did de- 


iver ſuch written Notices to ſaid Defendants, 
&c. That the Purport of thoſe written Noti- 


ces were, that the Pariſhioners ſhould ſet out 
the Hay belonging to their reſpective Lands, in 
the faid Pariſh, for the Plaintif to take his 
Fryche thereof, or that they ſhould pay him 
Money in lieu of Tythe-Hay, or to that effect. 
— That he received for anſwer from the Pa- 


riſhioners in general, after they had read the 
Notices, that they never had given any Tythe 
Hay, or ever paid any thing in lieu of it; and 
if the Rector offered to take Tythe Hay from 
hem, or make them pay any Money in lieu 
thereof, he would have his Brains beat out, or

That he was ſent by the Plain- 
tif in 1759, to tythe the Hay on the Farm 
called Mood Park, belonging to PVilliam 
Wright. That Wright told him he never had | 
paid Tythe of Hay, nor any thing in lieu of it, | 
and he, London, being prepared with ſome 
Boughs in his Hand to tythe the Hay, the De- 
fendant Wright, and his People who were with 
him, drove him from off the Ground, and o- 
bliged him to run away, to avoid the Miſchief}

The Rev. John Craddock Jepoſed, that he 
had known Aſhton twenty-eight Years, that 
he had a Leaſe from the Plaintif of the great 


and ſmall Tythe, and Eaſter Offerings becom- 


ing due within the ſaid Pariſh for twenty-one 
Years, if the Plaintif ſhould ſo long live and 
continue Rector, fix Years whereof were expir- 
ed, out of which Leaſe were excepted to the 


Lands (except the ancient demeſne Lands.) 
That for ſix Years he had received the Sum of 
56. 6d. an Acre, for ſuch the demeſneLands, asa 
Compoſition for the Tythe-Hay that grew there-

If was ſuppoſed, at the Hearing, that Aſbton 
Rectory was worth between 400 and 5ool. 
per Ann. according to the riſe of other Livings 
for 120 Years laſt paſt, and the annual Income 
it produced at the Time the Inquiſition was 
taken, the Suppoſition was well founded; but 
ſo far from it, the Tithes are not worth more 
now, than they were then, tho' the Glebe is above 1 
treble the Rent it was at that time; which ſnews 

there muſt have been a ſubtraction of Tithe F 
fome where, and for which it is not difficult 
to 
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to account. For when the Mancheſter Trade 
ſpread itſelf to Aſhton,” great Part of the 
Arable was converted into Meadow, and par- 
celled out in little different Tenements as 
they appear this Day, and have never paid 
any Tithe fince laid down for Meadow. 


Had there been a Modus for Tithe-Hay in 


the Pariſh, it would moſt certainly have co- 


vered the ancient Demeſne Lands among the 
reſt, which have belonged to the ſucceſſive 


Patrons ever fince the Church was built. 


When the preſent Rector ſent his Servant, 
Thomas London, to demand Hay-Tithe of 
Wright, Kelſal, and all the other Pariſhioners, 

Wright told him he never had paid any Tithe 
of Hay, or any Thing in lieu of it, and being 
prepared to Tithe the Hay, he was violently 
drove from off the Ground, and obliged to run 


away to avoid the Miſchief he was threatened 
with. It was obſerved that was an Argument 


that he had no bufineſs there; an odd Con- 
cluſion to be drawn from ſuch an Action; 
would it not have been more natural, to have 
concluded from Wright's telling London, that 
he never had paid any Tithe of Hay, nor any 


Thing in lieu of Tithe-Hay; and from his 


paying Mr. Robinſon 6d. for himſelf and Wife, 
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for an Eaſter-Offering, and his Acknowleds- 
ing it to be upon no other Account, and a 
juſt Claim, that Hay-Tithe was due of com- 
mon Right to the Reclor. As to the Infinua- 
tion 2d, only is due for an Eaſter-Offering to 
the Rector, - that muſt fall to the Ground, as 
there is no Law that dire&s what Sum hall 
be paid in general for Eaſter-Offerings ; but 
ſuch Payments are governed by Cuſtam, and 
Pariſhes differ widely one from another in that 
Reſpect. The People who pay 6d. a Man and 
Wife, and 4d. a ſingle Perſon, and who have 
no Hay-lands, are ſeveral Hundreds, and equal 
in Number to thoſe who have Meadow Lands, 
and pay no more for their Eaſter-Offering than 
they who have none: had there been but few 
of them, there might have been ſome ſort of 
pretence that a Miſtake relative to the Eaſter- 
Offering had crept in; but the greatneſs of 


their Number, with the concurring Circum- 


ſtances of the Peoples paying the ſame 6d. and 
4d. for an Eaſter-Offering, who pay Tithe- 
Hay in kind, and Mr. Buckley of Alts, paying 
Gkewiſe the ſame Eaſter-Offering, (altho' he 
really pays a Modus for the Hay-Tithe of 
his Farm, ) as thoſe who have no Modus, ren- 
der ſuch Conception impoſſible, and the pre- 

tended

abortive, and an abſolute Non-entity. 

The Cuſtom of paying Eaſter-Offerings, as 
ſet forth by the Plaintif's Witneſſes, viz. 6d. 
a Man and Wife, and 4d. a angle Perſon, has 
not only ſubſiſted theſe 40 Years, the Time 
preſcribed by Law, but has been an Uſage 
Time Immemorial. The Defendants, con- 


ſcious of this, have clouded over the true State 


of the Cauſe, as they rightly judged it dange- 
rous to their Attempt, to let the Pariſhioners 
in general know it, leſt ſome Perſons of Ho- 
nour and Conſcience might blaſt their Deſign, 


by joining Plaintif's Mig the Evidence and avs 


Truth as to abovementioned Cuſtom ; hence 
It is, that not above 6 or 8 People in the 
whole Pariſh of A/hton-under-line, know any 


Thing of the Matter, more than that the 


Rector is at Law with George Kelſal and Wil- 


liam Wright ; tho' many of them contribute 


towards maintaining their Suit, which 1s ille- 
gal and puniſhable by the Law: Kel/aPs appli-

and Wright's Farms, but had the Rector, filed 
the Bill againſt any others ſince Saxon's Trial, 
they too would have pretended to have had the 
ſame particular Modus. 

The five or fix People (out of the many 
Hundreds who annually paid the Eaſter Offer- 
ings) who Mr. Craddock mentioned to have told 
him at the receiving the ſame, that 19. of it was 
paid for Tythe-Hay, were Defendants, and two 
or three more, whom Kelſal had inſtructed to 
aſk Shaw what they paid the 6d. for; but it 
was not till after the Rector had demanded 
Tythe-Hay, that they told him of the 14. Peo- 
ple who have ſuch advantageous Modus's as this 
pretended one, don't forget to remind the Par- 
ſon for what he is paid, every Time he gathers 
them; had there been ſuch a Modus, more 
People than 5 or 6, out of 800 or 1000 would 
have known of it. He, Mr. Craddock, ſaid he 
received the E. Offering of 64, a Man and Wife, 
of Kelſal's, Wife for an Eaſter Offering only, 
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and on no other Account, and of all other Pa- 
riſhioners ; and believed it to be a general Cuſtom 
in the Pariſh, to gather E. Offerings according to 
the aforeſaid Mode, by reafon he never heard 
of any Objection to it before the preſent Rector 
demanded the Tythe of Hay.
